Tliero can be no doubt that this incident 
will alienate from the l.ilaek nuieh of the 
sympathy entertained for him on senti- 
mental grounds, and no one who saw the 
unruly mass of liuiiianity yelling, cursing 
and vociferating in convention, and in de- 
fianco;pf!aU'JftVB pf dobato and properiety 
can doubt that uriivei-sal suffrage is in 
danger wherever the blacK exists in iiuiii- 
hers large enough to accure a controlling; 
inlluenco uf ail'airs. There is intense feel- 
ing in the District over this matter which 
tho Post voices in the following manner:

wliHo inhabitants of cities and states. And be- 
cause while iniiabitauls of cities and stales 
will not lie down andlottiie black wave of iK- 
noranceand briitaiitjrraU'OVOr them they ari> 
liohl u|i to t ho exectnttdn of mankind by ronub- 
iican heiialors. reiircacntatives. orator.f ami or- 
gans." 

The language strong is but the oflence .si 
rank. The other tlay 1 met a gentleman 
who has been II life long republican, itnd 
who u few days ago was seized with a de- 
sire to know why republicans voted tho 
democratic ticket as soon as they settled 
in the south. In order to satisfy his curi- 
osity he made a tour of tho princi|)al 
.soiilherii states, .and he told me that if 
ever it bec.iiiie ncce,s3ary for him to eini- 
grale to the south he would ehaiige his 
politics at once. To put tho iicgrucs in 
power is to destroy tho rights of iiropei - 
ty, and to give a full rein generally to 
misrule.

This is 
the most serious problem for the United 
States to solve.

Sovoral eflbrts have been made to so- 
utiru congressional interference in tho 
Reading strike, but so far without suc- 
cess.

Tho appointment of the now Land Coni- 
niissioner has not yet been made. Uuiiior, 
however, has given tho ollice to .Voting 
Coiniiiissiolier Stockshiger whose ipi.aliti- 
cation fur the olliee is acknowledged on 
every hand. Mr. St ocksl.ager is an Indiana 
geiitleiiian, .and the Indiana delegation in 
Congress claim the ollice for their slate 
ami argue that tho promotiiui of iSlr.

.San FuA.N'cisco, Feb. 11. -.The lirst 
aetiial exiinsure of the great opium ring in 
this city, which has made millions of 
dollars, is made to-day. It ajipcars that 
Attoriiey-lieueral Garland now has facts 
ill bis po3.sessi(in in Washington, and it is 
undecided whether to proceed eriuiiiially 
or civilly, as the parties connected witli 
the ring are iJiomineiit and inlluential 
men in this city, lie said that the coin- 
biiiatioii consists of .loliii T. Fogarty, 
deputy-surveyor of the port of San Fran- 
cisco; ex-Sheriff Connolly; ex-Assessor 
Louis F. Hak and cx-Revonuo Insiiector 
Wlially. .Ml are worth half a million or 
more. In May Last the combination pur- 
chased from .Millionaire Morrow, who was 
aci(uitled of embracery last Salurdaj', his 
yacht, the Halcyon, through thu agency 
of Alt'. Wilson, of \'ietoria, B. C. The 
revenue oiHcsrs learned after a time that 
the yacht used to slip out of the bay on 
the .irrival of steaiiiers from China and 
once on her return to her moorings she 
was seen tu discharge a cargo (;f Cliiiiesi' 
goods on ,a smaller vessel. They an; 
known to have gone up to the Lung Bridge 
and theru smuggletl opium and other 
articles, which the Halcyon had brought 
in. It was transferred to several express 
wagons and carried away to the establish- 
ment of confederates of the ring in 
Cliinato\vii. During May last year Do])nty 
Fogarty, in his capacity as insiiector, was 
made to assist at the seizure of opium 
valued at Si"'-,000. Ho was brought bo- 
fore tho ring and was accused of impart- 
ing the socret. He states that his life 
was nut only threatened, but was actu 
ally imperilled. He explained how a 
fellow-hispootor had learned of the ex- 
pected opium, and he was thereupon re- 
lea.ied with a severe rein'imaiid and com- 
manded not to lot it occur again. It is a 
signilicaiit fact that since this seizure not 
another one has taken place. 

Collector of tho port Hagor talked free- 
ly to a reporter this afternoon regarding 
tho statement in this morning's papers 
that an opium ring with ox-Sherilf Con- 
ally, Deputy Surveyor of the Port Fogar- 
ty, ex Assessor lioltz and several other 
prumiiient men, are eoniiected here and 
was lieing oiierated to an alarming extent. 
The collector said he had no doubt that 
opium smuggling was carried on here and 
on all the Canadian Pacific Railway. As 
collector of the port ho could not engage 
in the buuinosa of ferreting out tlie.so 
matters. Surveyor Tinnin said that all 
charges would be fully invoHtigated, Dep- 
uty Surveyor Fogarty, when seen tliis 
mornhig, said he was perfectly dumb- 
founded by the charges against him. He 
has sent a communication to his auporior 
oHicor asking for an investigation.

press, and of combination, and which has 
already had the effect of putting more

ADMUriSTHATlOX OK THAT LAW. 

He will arraign Mr. Balfour for lii.s 
stateineiit on Alay 17th, 18,S7, in th 
House of Coinnioiis, that by the existing 
law of Ireland there is no appeal in crim- 
inal prosecution, if imprisonment is less 
than one month, but we propose to ,^ivo 
an appeal in every case to the county 
court judge.

Tho 
flat road was therefore built at a great 
expense. There was over one-quarter of 
a nnle of bridging; that road did not suit 
some, so they had a third road built, and 
in one place there are four roads side by 
side. All these roads aro running through 
the same farms from the Mission to the 
wharf. Last summer tho flat road was 
ondeinncd by tho government agent, the 
bridges being unsafe, and a lot of money 
was expended on the back road. Now 
the talk is to have the flat road repaired. 
Perhaps tifteon or twenty thousand dol- 
lars (nit of the lifty could bo spared to 
dyke the tide flats, but the dry road is the 
shorter and the best and could be put in 
good repair and kept so at a much less 
expense, if these heavy bridges are not 
done away with there will be a poor 
chance for the new roads to get anything 
done on them.

LoNUO.M, Fob. 11. — Major Templar of 
the Seventh Rifles, and one of the chiefs 
of the military balloon department, who 
was arrested at Chatham yesterday for 
divulging army secrets, will have great 
dilliculty in escaping condign puiiishinent 
for his oflence, if indeed be is so fortunate. 
It is abundantly proven, in advance 
of tho trial, that ho sold to a 
Birminghain maker of balloons the secret 
of the gas aiqiaratus of the balloons used 
in the lOnglish army. The Birmingham 
manufacturer constructed a similar appara- 
tus from plans furnished and sold it to 
the Itiilian government for use in the ex- 
pedition against King .John of Abyssinia, 
and the eicellenco of the balloon services' 
at Massowah, which received a universal 
complimenti .was due to the Biriiiinghani 
firm imniediately and Major Templar 
principally.

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THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

Several years ago a very able and 
exhaustive niiiuito (if cciiiucil was piopareil 
and fiiru-avded to Ottawa by the proseul 
governuieiit upim tho subject of the inter 
national boiuidiiiy butwooii TU-itisli Co 
luiiibia and Alaska. Tliu coiitoiitiun, if 
sustained, wuuld .sociuo suiue si.\ inilliuii 
acres more land than is conceded by tlie 
United SUites authorities, and tlie oase'of 
Ih itisli Columbiajwos 80 dearly and. forci 
bly pieseuted in the' minute' that tho 
Dominion govennnent at once : conceded 
tho point that whenever tho international 
(luestioii came to bo discussed this pro- 
vince would be heard. On Monday last 
the Pruniier received a telegram from Sir 
.John Blacddiiiild, statiiii; that the ques 
tion would bo discussed by the commission 
now at Washington, and asking that 
British Columbia send a representative. 
Iiistructi<jns having boon telograjihcd to 
the Hon. Mr. .Justice Gray at 
San Francisco, that gentleman left 
for Washington on Thursday to act as our 
coininiasionor. The choice of -Judge Gray 
was a happy one, as ho had given the sub- 
ject a groat deal of attention, having, in 
fact, made it irspccial study. It was, we 
believe, understood that an endea\or 
would bo made-to effect a compromise, by 
which the inconvenient and absurd thirty 
mile strip of Alaskan territory, eiittii.g us 
out from the oceiui for a distance of some 
live hundred miles, will be modified. 
The importance of having the boundary 
line properly delineated is becoming 
more and more important as mineral dis 
coveries are being made, and it is earnest- 
ly hoped that an early settlement may bo 
reached.

ENGLAND'S DUTY TO DEFEND 
CANADA. 

We have had repeated (jtlicial assur- 
ances, tho good faith of which we cannot 
doubt, that if Canada is ever assailed by 
a foreign jKjwer, wo shall be defended 
"with all tiio might of the empire." Brit- 
ish diplomacy has sometimes proved too 
weak where Canadian interests were 
concerned, but British armaments have 
never failed the moat remote or weak of 
her possessions in the hour of danger. 
This fact is worth recalling in our present 
controversy with a powerful neighbor, 
with whom Canada has twice inoiisured 
swords without hjss uf territory or pi es- 
tige. But there is another point to be 
considerod and that is the duty (jf Eng- 
lantl to defend Canada. This point was 
forcibly brought out by tho late IJoii. 
•Joseph llowo. He pointetl out in the 
language of just complaint tho weakness 
of the thou colonial system, and in the 
same connection urged the right of colon- 
ial representation in the imperial councils. 
He showed in eloquent words what Can- 
ada had suffered with and for the empire 
in the war of 1812, and that there must 
bo corresponding obligations upon the 
other side. Woiiuote: — 

Our columns of gold, and our pyramids 
of timber, may rise in your crystal palaces, 
but our statesmen in tho groat council of 
the empire never. Saxony or VVurtem- 
burg are treated with a deference never 
accorded to Canada, though they are poo- 
pled by foreigners. Tho war of 1812-15 
was neither sought nor provoked by 
British Americana. It grew out of the 
continental wars, with which wo certainly 
had as little to do. Whether a Bourbon 
or a Bonaparte sat upon the throne of 
France was a matter of perfect indiilerenco 
to us. We wore pursuing our lawful 
avocations, clearing up our country, open- 
ing roads into the wilderness, bridging 
tho streams, and organizing society as we 
best could, trading with onr neighbors, 
and wishing thorn no harm. In tho 
meantime British cruisers were visiting 
and searching American vessels on tiio 
sea. Then shots were fired, and, before 
wo had time to recall our vessels engaged 
in foreign comnioree, or to niako the 
slightest preparation for defence, our 
coasts were infested by American cruisers 
and privateers, and our whole frontier 
was in a blaze. You count the cost of 
war by the army and navy estimates, but 
who can ever count the coat of that war 
to us ? A war, let it be borne in mind, 
into which we wore precijiitatcd without 
our knowledge or consent. Let tho coasts 
of England bo nivadod by powerful armies 
for throe summers in succession; lot tlie 
whole channel from Falmouth to tho Noro 
bo menaced, lot Southampton bo taken 
and burnt, let the Southdowna bo swept 
from the Hanipshiro hills ond the rich pas- 



tures of Devonshire supply fat beeves to 
the enemy encamped in th(3 western 
counties or marching on Manchester and 
London; let the youth of England be 
drawn from profitable labor to defend 
these groat centres of industry, the ex- 
tremity of the island being givon up to 
rapine and to iiUnuler; fancy the women 
of England liviii;,' for three years with the 
sound of artillery occasionally in their 
ears, and the thoiiglitaof sometliiiig worse 
than death ever present in their imagin- 
ations; fancy tho children of England, 
with wonder and alarm on their pretty 
faces, iMiking for throe years when thoir 
fathers would c6nie' ,home; fauojr; in fact, 
the wars of tho Eosos or the civil wars 
over again, and then you can understand 
what wo sull'ered from 1812 to 1815. 
Talk of the cost of war at a disUince; let 
your country bo nuuli! its theatre, and 
tlien you will understand how unfair is 
your mode of calculation when you charge 
us w ith the/amiy-ieBtiinate's, and give us 
no credit for what we have done and suf- 
feretl in your wars. 

Tho present occasion is a titling one 
upon which to recall these words, when 
it is iiublicly stated that England will 
never draw sword or musket in defence 
of Canada, when it is implied, if not ex- 
jiressed, that she is 'under no obligation 
to do so. Such counsels are tho counsels 
of weakness and sedition. Britaui is in 
every way obligated to defend Canada to 
tho utmost, and has never yet shown 
either an unwillingness or want of ability 
to do so. 



THE TBADB OF CANADA. 

The trade of Canada during tho fiscal 
year ending last Juno was larger than in 

either of tho two years last preceding. 
There is a gain both in exports and im- 
poits, four uiiUiuns in one and eight mil- 
lions in the other, as compared with the 
previous ye.ir. The returns of the trade 
of the Dominion cover twenty years. The 
export trade of last year was exceeded in 
five of the preceding nineteen years,' while 
fourteen fell short of it. The value of 
l.ist yoiir's imports was six times exceeded. 
\ portion of tho export was not Canadian 
[iroduce and a portion of the imports is 
intended for roshipment. Large quanti- 
ties of American wheat pass over Cana- 
dian territory to bo shipped by the St. 
Lawrence route tw Eurnpe. This is down 
on tlie liooks as an import ami an export. 
Tile Dominion coiinnenccd business with 
an export of Canadian produce valued at 
^■j;^,000,000. With the exception of a 
downward fluctuation is 1871 there wtis a 
steady upward movement until 1873, when 
the value reached 880.000,000. Then it 
began to decline ai^d went down to $63,- 
000,000 ill 1879. Tlionfollowed a revival, 
and in 1882 the exiiortsireached the highest 
point yel attained, §04,000,000. A grad- 
ual falling oil' for the next four years took 
place, tintil ill 1881) the value of exports 
from Canada w.-is a little under §78,000,- 
000, being still over §14,000,000 in excess 
of the exports of 1870. In 1887 the value 
of exports was S80,0G(),478. The value 
of articles im|)orted for home consump- 
tion was in the first year of confederation 
§72,000,000. Tho next year it was less. 
Tlion it began to increase at a tremendous 
rate. In 1873^0 imported no less than 
§127,500,000 worth of goods for use in 
Canada. We have not bought so much 
in a year since. In six years from this 
high water perioil of imports this part of 
the trade had fallen to §72,000,000, but 
little lucjro than htilf the amount in i87.'5. 
It went up again to S12;{,000,000 in 1881! 
and then got below §100.000,000 in 188() 
and last year ainoinited to §105,039,428. 
The amount of customs revenue collected 
was in 1887 §22,400,705, some three 
millions larger than the previous year, 
and over half a million loss than in 1883. 
Tho average rate of duty on all the goods 
brought into this country for con- 
sumption is 21|- per cent. The amount 
paid ill duties by the peQple^of Canada 
is §4.03 per head, whioli': IB fourteen 
cents higliertliaii the previous year, thirtj-- 
four cents higher than in 1885, ten cents 
more than in 1881 iiiid sixty-three cents 
less than in 188.'!. There is one fact in 
connection with our trade that overybotly 
might to know. It is that Great Britain 
CiJiitinues to be the best customer for Can- 
adian products. Canada has eveiy year 
since 1881 bought more gooSs from the 
United States than from Great Britain, 
and every year but one, 1873, since union, 
we have sold more to Great Britain than 
to the I'liited States. Our exports to 
Great Britain lust year were valued at 
.544,500,000, and to the I nited .States 
§37,(i00,000. This shows pretty clearly 
the value of the pro|iosition thiit the 
1 'nited States is the natural market for 
Canadian goods. The British market i.s 
evidciiHy tho more iiiitural of the two. 

Kegaruiiig the character of articles im- 
ported, as compared, with last year, wo 
observe a slight increase in the value of coal 
brought in, notwithstanding the large in- 
crease in home production; afallin:; off in 
tho value of cotton goods imported; an in- 
crease in the importation of dutiable iron, 
steel and their products; an increase in the 
(piaiitily of jewelry; a decline in tho value 
of leather and nianufacturos thereof im- 
;:orted; an increase in musical instruments; 
a decliiio in butter, cheese and meat; a 
large increase in the importation of silk 
goods; a reduction in wine.s and spirits; an 
increase both in the quantity and aggre- 
gate value of sugar; a small increase in 
manufactures of wood and a large one in 
manufactures of wool. In free goods 
forming raw material for manufactures, 
wo notice a decline in "the quantity of 
round timber, groaso, raw silk, tobacco 
loaf and yellow mebil. There is an in- 
crease in rough boarils and planks, bris- 
tles, fur skins, raw hides, wool, broom 
corn, fibre, hemp, raw cotton, dyes and 
chemicals, crude India rubber, iron, brass, 
copper, tin, zinc, and veneers. Tho in- 
crease in tho value i)f free raw material 
fm- nianufacliircB appears to be about ten 
per cent, over tho previous year, that is 
from §15,000,000 to $16,500,000. There 
is an increase of ten per cent, on the val- 
ue of settlors' efTeots.

Lieut. .]. I. Lang, R. E., recently ap- 
plied for i)ornii.s3ion to extend tlio survey 
he is already engaged in to certain points 
which ho considered tiiicn to attack, and 
ho received authority to do so a few days 
since. 'J'ho original survey, which has 
idready boon described, is in a radius of 
four miles from a point taken near the dry 
dock, Eatiuimalt. More than half of this 
work has already been completed.

Tho Kootonny district has an areii 
nearly 15,000 square miles, almo.st entir 
a mon.ilaiiioits region. Its wealth c 
,ilaio:,i eiiiiiel)' of mines and timber, 
it is yet ipiile undeveloped, and but par- 
tially prosiiected. Still enough has been 
.lone to show that its inobabUities are 
very gie.il. Wherever systematic and 
judici.Tiis mining work has been done tho 
resnlls ai-e siirprisin.g. It looks at the 
present time as if it was destined to be- 
come not only the richest mineral district in 
1 '.lit ish Columbia, but one of tho richeac 
upon the continont. No Hitch favorable 
prospects have been univorsally found in 
tho infancy of any of the gohl and silver 
liroducing territories which lie south of 
us, and "if these finds bad been made in 
Molilalia, Nevada, or Colorado, tho 
regions in which they are situated would 
instantly have boon overrun with a multi- 
tude of sturdy miners and business men 
of all olassoB, each seekuig t» be the first 
ill tho nice for wealth. Capital would 
long before this have had its agents in 
eveo mining cam)) to pick up the good 
thiii.g.s before their full v,iluo was known. 

Why is il that British Columbia soums to 
be shunned by men having iinnioy to in- 
vest in mines ! Our laws are exceedingly 
liberal to pidsiiectofs. No difhcult and 
intricate machinery, cauaed by rod tape 
regulations, is required to bo set iu nio- 
ti(7ii to enable miners to get their posses- 
sory rights, and afterwards thoir Crown 
grautsl'or mineral claims, Yot when a 
foreign ca|iitalist or conqiany is approach- 
ed with a reipiest tooxaniino and if found 
worthy t.i invest in mines, tlicy bang 
Ij.ick. South of us. 111 Montana ami 
Idaho, millions of New York, St. Louis 
and English money is annually being fur- 
nished to develop' rich properties, and a 
great many mines <if which we hear but 
filtle arc yielding rich returns. In Alas- 
l,a, on our northern border, San Francis- 
co and Boston eomiianiL-;; are orocling 
large .-ukI costly crushing mills; but Brit- 
ish Columbia scorns to lie shunned as if it 
woi'o a plague spot. 

The reason for this is because nearly 
every eiiter|>ri3e which has yot boon start- 
eil, which bids fair to be a success, has 
been frowned upon by the majority of the 
jiiMiple t lieniselves. It seems as if our 
p.>ptil.il ion were afraid that somebody 
might, coiuo in from some other country 
ami imiko foi tunes tliemaclvos whicli 
really belonged to the settlers bore — an 
unnatural feeling of jealousy at others' 
success. 

Let us hope that this feeling will be 
uvercoine in regard to the Knotenay dis- 
trict. Tlie recent discoveries at, Toad 
nioutilaiii, in its soufherii extremity, the 
long and well-known lodes of moderately 
rich galena ujion Kooteiiay Lake, and the 
iiiarveliously rich bodies of ore which have 
been found m the lUioillowaet Valley, 
when in tho space of a few weeks over 
.S20,000 worth of ore was oxtractod from 
one mine at a small expense. One jiroof 
that the rich belt which is piqiulatiiig the 
territory of Id.dio extends through our 
.iwii province. Foreign capital is imper- 
alivtdy demanded to open these mines. 

I'.iit to l ei p their full benefit it will bo 
neccs,-<;iry for us to aid ' them to the full 
extent of our ability. The mountains aro 
almost iii.-i.'ccssible, roads must bo con- 
structed in the richest mining camps. 
The north f<n-k of the lllicillewaet can be 
reached by a moderate expenditure. Tho 
govonnnoiit survey made last year shows 
that about $8,000 "will build a trunk road 
for eight or ten miles to a group of very 
rich veins, which can noiv only be reached 
by cro.-,.iing the mountain. The minors 
tliomsolvca will make their branch roads 
from each of these to the main thorough- 
fare. This small oxpondituro is certainly 
(jiily an act of iiistice to these who have 
struggled for tho last two years in the 
face of all natural obstacles to prove the 
\ able of their cUims. 

In t he southeni part of Kootenay trails 
will be needed. As yet wo have had no 
detailed authentic report about the routes, 
but it is evident that some means must bo 
provided for packing the ores of Toad 
.Alonntiiin down the Kootenay river to tho 
Columbia river, whoro a steamer will bo 
ready to transport it to the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. Otherwise it will all most 
certainly find its way liy Boiinors Ferry 
to the Northern Pacilic. Already a fair- 
ly jjassaldc trail is said to have been made 
to C'oh ille in .\merican territory. 

In each of these rogiims it is oxpocteii 
that there will bu a rush of several hun- 
dreds, and perhaps up into tlio thousands 
early in tho season. The government 
(mght to be ready to open them means of 
transit, so .is to let the advantages accrue 
to itself. 

Fortunately tlierc seems to have been 
a grant provided, which could fairly be 
sot asiilo for this purpose. Tho hiilnve of 
the Ainsworth scheino has caused the for- 
feiture of 825,000 to tho provincial treas- 
ury, ^Vhllt more just than the setting 
asi'de of this entire sum for the benefit (if 
the district where the scheme was destin- 
ed to o|)oriite ! It might bo sotno aatisfae- 
tion, even to the ijroiirietors of that work, 
to sec the money which t hey have con- 
tributed applied for the benefit of that 
district. 



ing one of the early sevonties whoii wo 
got a San Francisco mail once in three 
weeks, \N'e must, at all events, if pos- 
sible, keep pace witli the tilings; and iu 
this matter every effort should be coiiliii- 
uod by the |)rovincial government and our 
ropresontativea in tho Comnuns to hoc to 
tho conaoi'vation of what is after all only 
our common rights. 

The board of trade having initiated tho 
agitatiotr: will doubtless follow the matter 
up, and with ntiiteil .iction succeSS should 
certainly follow their efforts.

SERVICE. 

To fm; iMiiroii; — Thu witlulra.val, in a 
very siiiiiiiiary way, of the .siibsiily to the 
Sat. l''raiioisei) mail steamers has very 
|iro]jorly called forth Htroii-,' jirotosts by 
tho Hoard of Trado, our represontutive in 
Parliament and the Local Government, 
it is evident from the very ambiguous re- 
lilies drawn from tho Minister of Cu.stoiii.s 
that one reason which will bo urged 
ay.'iiiisl the coiitiiuiaiiou of the .subsidy is 
tiio stilistitution of other facilities fm- con- 
voying tho mails, which have been pro- 
vided by tho Dominion Government. 
This, however, is begguig tho question at 
issue. It is tho duty of the government 
to ftiriilHli every possible facility^ in this 
connect ion and not to lop ofl' a service which 
was contumplated at the time of con- 
federation iis a nio.st valuable ac.piisitiou 
to our comiiiorcial facilities, independent 
of mail advantages, and it was, therefore, 
embodied as ono of tho Terfns of Union.

i\ly objoet, li(jwever, in thi.s cominuni- 
catiiiii, is to point out tlnit as a mail route 
we cannot and nuist not be deprived of 
the .San Francisco steamship line. The 
announcomoiit in the press despatches a 
few days since intimating that tho Oregon 
and Cidifornia railroad cannot be relied 
upon for winter travel and despatch is 
fully Ijiu'iio out by ]iassongors who 
have made tho trip and o.xporienoed 
tho inciiiivoiiiciicos luid detentions of snow 
hlockadoa, and I have, as further proof, 
if such were iiocossary, letters from San 
Francisco seven, eight, nine, and fourteen 
ill njs en route, and I am adviseia by San 
I'l'jincisco correspondents of similar de- 
tention with rosjioct to lottera mailed at 
this onil. Coiisigiioo.s of cargo by steam- 
ers from San Francisco have no mail fa- 
cilities for receiTiiig their shipping docu- 
iiiciils by tho 8!iino conveyance, and when 
Htieb docttiiiontB are liable to tho doton- 
tiotiH by tho 1 CLjttlar mail route, now ad- 
opted by thu government, tho extent of 
tho iiieonvoiiienco and loss to consignees 
can jMjrliajiH be imagined.
